Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: discussed the prior art as applied in the previous office action per 
the claims, the patent to Hukuba discloses (as does the present invention) a head that is retained in a first position bu 
a retaining means until the application of an excess force to the bristles (see alphal in fig13). The primary unresolved 
issue in this application lies with applicant's numerous attempts to define over the STRUCTURE and further to define 
the second or "inoperative" position. The examiner's position is that any of the the "second postion" of Hukuba (eg, 
alpha 2, alpha 3) could, until the claims particuarly define the structure of the brush, be simply called the second 
inoperative position. The claims as well as the prior art (mainly Hukuba) were discussed in detail with the examiner 
providing some guidance as to the best way to proceed. The examiner indicated a willingness to draft two claims (one 
covering essentially the embodiment shown in figs 1 1-1 1 A and the other covering the modification thereof described at 
the last paragraph of page 7). These claims to be FAX'd to applicant's rep. no later than May 10. 2007. .

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted Uie inten/iew (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record ttie substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomi will not nomnally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

5) a brief identification of the general thnjst of the principal arguments presented to the examiner, 

(The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or elaborate. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.) 

6) a general indication of any other pertinent matters discussed, and 

7) if appropriate, the general results or outcome of the interview unless already described in the Interview Summary Fonm completed by 
the examiner.
